direction of the Governor or Chief of State 
Police.” 


One would think that there was concen- 
trated power enough in the hands of the 
Governor and bis man Friday, but for fear 
somebody somewhere might still enjoy some 
Mttle bberty, the section goes on to say: 
be Chief of State Police, subject to ap- 
proval of the Governor, may make all needful 
rules and regulations for the goverament and 
direction of these officers in matters looking 
to the mamtenance of public peace, prevent- 
ing or suppressing crime, and bringing to jus- 
tice offenders, and any of these officers fai ug 
or reius ing prompt obedience to sach rules 
and regulations, or to the orders of the Gov- 
ernor, or Chief of State Police, shall be re- 
moved from office and suffer such other pun- 
ishment as may be prescribed by law.”’ 

Sec. 8 says: The Chief of Police and his su- 
bordinates shall be invested with the author- 
ity belonging to all peace officers, co-exten- 
sive with the limits of the State, and shall be 
empowered to act either in conjanctiou with, 
or independent of, all local o rs of the 
peace. They may ut any time be entailed by 
the Govervor, either separate or together, to 
do service in any part of the State. 

„Sec. The Governor shall have power at 
at all times, in any emergency, of which he 
shail be the Judge, to assume command of the 
whole or any of the 14 police of 
any town or city, or of the sheriffs, their dep- 
uties, constables and marshals of cities or 
towns, and their deputies, and may author- 
ize the Chief of State Police to command 
their assistance in executing criminal. pro- 
cesses, suppressing riots, aud in presefving 
the peace.’ 

Adjutant General Davidson has already is- 
sued bis orders to sberiffa, but how this bill 
and orders are to be reconciled with the con- 
stitutional provision that the milita y shall 
be subject to the civil authority, passes our 
comprehension. 

On the Ist of July, in the House, a bill was 
under consideration for incorporating towus 
when the following proviso was adopted: 

„Provided nothing in said charter contain- 
ed shall interfere with the law passed by this 
Legislature, entitled ‘An act to provide for 
the appointment by the Governor of certaia 
officers to fill vacancies.’”’ 

Reading the above proviso, we turn to the 
law referred to. Itgrves the Governor the 
appointment of district sttorneys, county 
treasurers and surveyors, an indefinite num- | 
ber of cattle and hide inspectors; he can fill | 
all vacancies that may occur, he is authorized 
to appoint a Mayor and Aldermen for every 
incorporated town or city in the State; and 
further, he is authorized to’appoint a city re- 
order for each of the citics of Galveston and 

ouston.

Prescription, So-called, 

Hon. W. B. Kmp. the candidate of 
the Third party for Governor in 1867, 
takes some exceptions in a letter we pub- 
lish this morning toan editorial statement 
which appeared in this paper.

The influences which produced the re- 
organization of the Democratic party of 


Kentucky in 1866 are matters of fact too 


recent and too prominent in the history 
of that year to be doubted, however much 
Judge Kryxzap may, from his stend- 
point, underrate them and ascribe the 
event to other causes. The “Union-Dem- 
ocratic” organization rejected the party 
name pure and simple. Its organs main- 
tained an unfriendly tome toward the 
Northern Democrats who were most pop- 
ular in this State, and a doubtful if not 
dictatorial one toward the national organ- 
ization itself The leaders were chiefly 
men identified with a life-long opposition 
to the Democratic party, and many of 
them were men whose sincerity was so 
justly doubted that we have seen them. 
subsequently go over to the Radicals and 
give in their adhesion to measures that 
were rather dreaded than expected at that 
time. No effort was made to allay the dis- 
trust so natural under the circumstances, 
by giving popular Democrats of known 
Southern affinities a share in the control 
of the organization.

That this position was taken in a spirit 
of kindness and patriotic sincerity by 
Judge KixxkeapD and others who, like him, 
have since adhered to the Democratic par- 
ty with no prospect of party favor to re- 
flect a doubt upon their motives, is dis- 
puted by no one. But just at that time it 
happened to coincide with the Radical 
rage for disfranchisements and disabilities 
in a manner which exasperated the memo- 
ry of recent bayonet elections, in which 
law-abiding citizens had been deprived ot 
every political right upon the mere suspi- 
cion of sympathy with the rebellion. 

Under such circumstances, nothing was 
more natural than the popular distrust of 
the “Union Democratic” party, or freer 
from proscriptive intentions than the call 
for a reorganization of the Democratic 
party. That call was expressly designed 
to include all conservative men, and to 
place all such.on a platform of perfect 
equality before the people in a party sense, 
and to put an end, as far as party platforms 
could do 80, to all distinctions be- 
tween Democrats who had been 
rebels and Democrats who had 
been Union soldiers. That this 
platform has been carried out as far as 
party machinery has eontrol over the per- 
sonal preferences of the people is undeni- 
able. It is true that defiant opposition to 
Radicalism, co-operating with a natural 
sympathy felt for a class of men Who were 
everywhere else disfranchised and pro- 
scribed, has given rebel soldiers the inside 
track in many parts of the State; but in 
spite of this feeling no distinction has 
been inculcated in platiorms or in the 
leading organs of the party, and enough 
original Union men and soldiers have been 
elected to office as Democrats to indicate 
the most perfect good faith on this point. 

Granting the distrust which demanded a 
reorganization to be unfounded, we must 
still perceive that it was confirmed by 
those “Union-Democrats” who with equal 
distrust denounced the reorganizing Con- 
vention in advance, as a Rebel maneuver 
for the proscription of Union men. They

Minority Representation. 

Aside from minority representation and 
other reforms which are experiments yet 
to be tested by practice, the new constitu- 
tion adopted by Illinois meets with a very 
general commendation among charter 
critics as the best organic law yet pro- 
vided for any State in the Union. The 
people of these new States meeting 
es emigrants from localities varying 
greatly in legal institutions, are generally 
less trammeled by a veneration for old 
forme and have a more varied experience 
than other communities to guide them in 
the formation of new codes. It is a matter 
of much moment to the whole country 
that Illmois has undertaken the experi- 
ment of minority representation, and the 
results will be studied with eager interest. 

This project was brought betore the 
conventia by Hon. Joszra MDL, of 
the Chicago Tribune, and was adopted by 
a vote of four to one. When it goes into 
effect, in 1872, the State will be divided 
into districts entitled to three representa- 
tives each, and each voter will be allowed 
to cast as many votes as there 
are representatives to be elected He can 
divide his votes between three, or two, or 


in the district has, say 6,700 voters and the 
minority has 2,300, the latter by concen- 
trating their three votes each on one man 
can elect him. This is certainly a 
step m the right direction, and, if it can 
be made to work well in prac.
